Upper Columbis Rteamers.

*“ Nhat is the loss to the farmer from
shipping foul wheat?"

“But very little of thé wheat which
comed to The Dalles finds a market here.
It is ehipped to Portland, for export or
milling, and the buyer in either event
takes sdvantage of the condition of the
wheat as he finds it. Rejected wheat is
discounted from 5 to 10 cents per 60
Ibs., which is really more than is neces-
sary but there 18 no way to prevest ‘the
discount. If the wheat comes elean, in
new sacks, well filled and sewed, the
farmer makes money byit. Clean wheat
in second-handed sacke has a judgement
againgt it; hence clean new sacks, well-
filled, and securely sewed up, pay the
best in all cases.

“What is your opinion with respect to
the average of this years crop?”’

“I am satisfied that we never had ‘a
better berry in this market than the
present crop shows; and werejolce with
the farmers that the average yield will
nearly be realized. Klickitat, Dufar,
Wapinitia, Kingsley, Nansene, and other
localities, tributary to The Dalles, have
a5 fine crops as I have ever seen in my
life, and The Dalles feela justly happy
that the fsrmer is so successful.
